Washington, Ju ly 2.— Regulations 


to govern the next step toward se- 


Jecting a national w ar army front 
th#* m illions registered for service 
on Ju n e 5, wet#* issued today at 
the direction of President Wilson. 
They leave to be prescribed the 
order of liability of the men regis­ 
tered, but set forth in detail me­ 
thod of exemptions and the work 
of the local and district boards to 
carry out the task. 
It is made very clear that there 
are to he no class exemptions, and 
each individual can#* must be de­ 
cided on its merits. 
The 
local 
board w ill pass on claims for ex- 
emption, except those 
based 
on 
agricultural and industrial occupa­ 
tion. 
All cases of agricultural or 
industrial exemptions Hill be pass­ 
ed on by district hoards. 
In the near future a date will be 
^ et by Brig. Cen. Crowder, provost 
marshal general, for I he meeting 
and organization of the boards. At 
th#1 same time, it is expected that 
the Belection regulations will be 
promulgated so that the process 
m ay be put under way without de­ 
lay. 
The intention is to call the se­ 
lect #*d men to the 
colors 
about 
Septem ber I, or as soon thereafter 
as the cantonments to house them 
can be completed. 
In a statement accompanying the 
announcement 
of the regulations 
tho president called on the boards 
to do their work fearlessly and im­ 
partially, and to 
remember 
that. 
“ our arm ies on the front w ill be 
strengthened and sustained if they 
he composed of nom free from any 
sense of injustice in mode of se­ 
lection.”

Parents, or brother of dependent 
orphan under 16 years old— those 
found m orally deficient and any 
member of any well recognized re­ 
ligious sect existing May IX, 191 7, 
whose creed forbids participation 
in w ar and whose religious convic­ 
tions accord with the creed. 
Claim s for exemption because of 
dependants may be made by the 
man himself, bis wife, or other de­ 
pendents, or a third party investi­ 
gating the case. 
A claim bv tho husband must bo 
accompanied by affidavits of the 
w ife and by a head of a fam ily in 
tim same territory. 
W h ile certificates of exemption 
w ill not necessarily be permanent, 
they m ay be revoked or granted 
on Iv for prescribed periods.
